Editor Constitution: In your daily of the 
Ich instant is contained the following 
statement, in your Legislative proceedings 
of that day: 

“Mr. Price said that an Agricultural 
College at Dahlonega should be established, 
which justice demands for a section that 
nas received go little from the hands of the 
State. Another at Milledgeville would 
meet the demands of the colored race 
which colleges should receive about as 
much as the State University. in order to 
prevent trouble with the Uuiversity at 
Athens.” 

I was on the floor of the House at the 
time the discussion took place, on the Ag- 
ricultural College question. Beinz a citizen 
of Milledgevilied took great interest in the 
matter, and I am sure that Mr. Price did 
not favor the establishment of any colored 
institution at Milledgevilie. He earnestly 
advocated the eatablishment of two Agri- 
cultural Colleges. to-wit: one at Dshlone- 
gu, and one at Milledgeville, in the old 
capitol building. And as there were two 
colored colicges already establisbed in the 
Dtate, by private contributions, one at At- 
lanta and the other at Augusta, he was 
willing that the sum of $3,000, (the same 
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last Fair. The system and order wat p 
vailed were adinirable. No special invita- 
tions were given, but the people were left 
to attend upon their own impulse, and the 
attendance was more Southern than at the 
last Fair. There were fewer buncombe 
inducements held out than we have 
ever known on such oceasions. The pres- 
ence of known men and the glamour of 
big speeches, were entirely wanting. The 
affair went through solely on its solid 
merit. 

The interest wae kept up for seven con- 
secutive days without abatement. The 
State Road has reaped a eplendid barvest 
which it deserves for ite flae arrangements. 
Ihe Fair receip's will pay the immense 
premiuin list, and leave a handsome sur- 
plus over.

Public Schools. 


Over one year ago this important subject 
was brought before Counci!, and a com- 
mittee of that body, In concert with seven 
citizens, was appointed to obtain all neces- 
sary information on the subject. This 
committee, lu due time, made an able and 
elaborate report to the City Council, and 
that body, to its credit be it said, resolved 
to inaugurate a system of Publie Schools 
adequate to the wants of the rising gener- 
ation as soon as the necessary legislation 
could be obtained, and appointed a Board 
of Education, consisting of our most prom- 
inent and best citizens. This board com- 
menced work at once and accomplished 
all that conſd be done until the city should 
be authorized, by acts of the General As- 
sembly, to issue its bonds for the purpose 
of building echool houses. After nearly 
one year's deley this authority has been 
obtained, and forthwith the Board of Edu- 
cation propose an ordinanee intended to 
set the whole machinery in operation, and 
present it to the City Council for their 
adoption, through a committee of their 
body, Messrs. L. E. Bleckly and Joseph E. 
Brown. 

This ordinance, instead of being prompt- 
ly adopted, as it should have been, (for it 
was well understood that the Council of 
last year and this was fully committed to 
the establishment of public school.) was 
referred to the Committee on Publie 
Schools, which committee has not yet re- 
ported, although one meeting of Council 
has been held since its reference. Now, 
we desire to say to the committee ani to 
Council, that there is no buncombe in this 
sutject. This community is almost a unit 
in ita favor, and are determined to have it 
There can be no dodging the question, and 
the City Fathers will be compelled to show 
their hands.
